The Severe Test* to Which English Bayo- 


nets Are Subjected. 


The former test for the ordinary 


triangular Martini-Henry bayonets was 
to bend them oyer a simple bridge like 
the bridge of a violin, and in the case 
of swords they were bent by hand to a 
bow of about 4 inches 
Bayonets and 


swords, if even weak, would stand 
these tests. Now, however, the tests 
ire extraordinarily severe. The bayo- 
net has its point pushed into a socket or 
shoe, and is then bent by hand pressure 
over a wood arch of a segment of 
curve equal to nearly its entire length, 
and which has an elevation at its cen- 
tral of 2J inches, the hilt end of the 
bayonet being bent over to the extent 
of more than 4 inches. The metal 
must then spring back to its former 
condition, without the slightest per- 
manent set. This test is applied to 
all the three sides of the bayonet It 
is then tested by torsional strain by 
being fixed in an apparatus in which 
the strain of 80 pounds, suspended 
weight, is applied. Finally, it is struck 
by hand with the hardest blows upon 
each ol its sides against a solid oak 
block, by which if any flaw exists, the 
bayonet will be ceitaiiily broken. It 
the slightest pennanent bend or aft can 
lip detti-tt'd after these proois, the ba\ o- 
net is ;it once rejected. To swords 
similar crucial tests aru now applied, 
one of tlie most impuilant features 
being the introduction of a test for 
pro\ ing the rigiditj of the sword, be- 
sides the test for proving its temper or 
flexibility 


The artillery carbine saw-bajonct is 


subjected to a test of this class. But 
the most searching of all these tests are 
those applied to the cavalry swords." 
These are 34i inches long, and o-lG of 
an inch thick at the back 
Each 


blade is lirst bent over a wood arch of 
nearly its own length to the extent of 
two feet a( its hilt end, its point being 
fixed 
It is then put in a frame per- 


fectly vertical, and it must stand the 
weight of 3'2 pounds upon it without 
the slightest indication of any deflec- 
tion. The Entield blades stand this 
test to the extent of 36 pounds. Tlie 
blade is next forced down by leverage 
to She extent of 0 inches, bowing pro- 
portionately on either side. Two pow- 
erful cuts are then made by hand 
against a \vood block, one With the 
front edge, the other with the back. 
The sword blade is then lusted by being 
placed in a tioutrh or mould finished 
up to n mechanical lit. The handle 
and'guard being meted on, the like 
tests are applied to the finished sword. 
The ordinary swords in the service are 
of the 1882 pattern, and like the bayo- 
nets, are slightly too light and weak at 
the ends of the blades. The new 
swords of 1885 pattern are heavier, and 
stiengthfiied by a greater thickness 
and depth of metal at the cutting por- 
tion ot the blade. The new bajonets 
arc three ounces hea\ier in weight than 
the former Martini-Henry bayonets, 
although the same length as the 
original pattern 
All the 
present 


forms of bayonets are destined, it 
would seem, to give way to the latest 
pattern sword bayonet, which will 
probably receive general acceptance as 
the finest and most useful weapon ever 
associated with the rifled musket.—Lon- 
don

The Age of Certain Trees Supposed to be 


Venerable. 


Those who, like Dr. Holmes, have 


many trees scattered about in various 
parts of the country, will be interested 
in a paper by the Prussian Chief For- 
ester Goricke, in the last number of 
the Forsthi he Blatter. He declares it 
to be a fable that there trees in the 
German forests which have lived for a 
thousand years. 
Even the so-called 


"historical trees," he says, to which 
an age of seven hundred to eight hun- 
dred years is imputed, are nothing but 
"hollows surrounded with bark, vege- 
tating only as ruins " No tiee can 
reach so great an age in Central En- 
rope and remain healthy. He has been 
at the pains to make inquiries at all the 
German. Austrian aud Russian forest 
academies, and, comparing their re- 
ports with his own long researches, ha 
has compiled a table of the compara- 
tive a2''s of different sorts of tree*! in 
Ceucr . T.^rope. The highest age is at- 
taii.^'i u\ the pine; but after it has 
reached tlie limit of sound life it de- 
clines mure rapidly than anj ot the leaf 
trees, which continue \egetating long 
after they have begun to decaj. The 
oldest pine tree, judging by its annual 
rings', reaches an age of ,370 years. 
'Ihe next in age, the white iir of the 
Bohmerwald, is 4'JB years old 
The 


larch, in Bi\arii, was at its oldest in 
274 } cars The oldest sound oak, which 
is at Aschaftenburg, is 410 years of age. 
The oldest red beech, also at A^chau'en- 
burg, is 245. The highest point of 
healthy age with other leaf trees is as 
follow.s: The 
mountain 
maple, in 


Bavaria, 224 years, the bireh, 160 to 
200 years, in Finland, tlie ash 170 
\ears. in Silesia; the elm, 130 } ears, m 
Silesia; tlie aspen tree, 219 \ears 
The 


most frequent among "the so-called 
historical trees" in German) are lime 
trees (linden). The renowned "Lin- 
den" oi Nuiistudt, on thu Koeher, ia 
Wurtemberg, is known by tlie local 
chronicle to have had its branches sup- 
ported bj t»7 strong sta\es in the year 
1448, to'that it must even then have 
been a \enerable tree. It has now 
seven horizontal branches, which are 
supported—at 
from 
live to 
«e\en 


feet from the ground—by stone col- 
umns 
It is reputed to be over 700 


years old, but it can hardly be said to 
be alhe; it is hollow, and is supported 
by internal as well as external rna- 
lonry.—Boston Herald.

The Labor Question in France. 


FARTS, FBAIWB, March 30,188e. 


The truth that all mankind aie Kin meets no 
trunger proof than in the common trials and 
orrows of the race. To-day lu all lands tbe 
im» Industrial distress—tlie lack of work for 
•orkers and of wages for work—lies like an 
ncubus upon all tbe peoples. From all quar- 
ers come tbe same cries of .the paralysis of 
rade, and of the misery of th" laboring class- 
9 out ot employment. Tba other day thirty 
tiousand raenoutof work visited tbe Mayor's 
Mansion In London, and bo b the British aud 


bo Belgian Parliaments are.sollcited to begin 
ome great pubjic works to furnish work and 
wages lo the unemployed poor. From Italy 
fUm the cry of the threatening starvation » 
tie thousands who have nothing to do. 
Here ia Franoe the frightful poverty of the 


working classes Is In everybody's m <uth. f nd 
•very tradesman tells you of the stagnation 
>f trade. Uigurs swarm tfaiotighoui Paris, 
,ud every ititcrnoon, as early »s tour o'clocn, 
>ne may t*ee *t the di or ot u * Night H< f ui^e," 
our t)lucks from whore 1 uin sittlug, a crowd 
>f men standing in Lie walling fortheopen- 
il»r nf the doois at T, In order to get a i ight's 
.dying under the ebulter of some she^siua 
ard. These Uciugts are provided by the city, 
aad as tbitjuone accommodates only about 75 
lorsons, these men stand in the cold two or 
uree hours In order to secure a place, with- 
out wbich they uii st probably pass tho L IK tit 
u tbe streets They hive no beds but each 
jtie ia f urnietacd wub a blanket in which he 
may wrap himself. When the placet) are all 
aken the word "Complet" is displayed over 
tho door as they do over the doors of tbe om- 
nibuses when .tee seats are all full, and tho-e 
who were too lute are turned aw&>. Very pit- 
lul is tho poverty when strong men wait in 
in* lor hours lo get a poor lodging, HS people 
vult sometimes to gain, entrance to some cov- 
eted entertainment! 
Tho news tbat roaches us of strikes In tho 
Jnited Slates, and of the movements of the 
Knigh'.s of Labor, though occupying little 
upaco la Ihe papots here, tire not lost either to 
the authorities or to the anarchists I was told 
at the U. S, Legation that some members ot 
.be municipal council tad applied for till i he 
nformaiion that could be bad there on the 
iuojoct. The demands of the Socialists hoie 
loeio out tho echo of those of tbe Knights ol 
Labor. In circumstances the; differ widely. 
Tuel.ibor tiuostkm In Franco is entangled 
in French politics. The French bepubllo Is a 
rouuulic (,-ral'icd on tho roots of it monarchy. 
Tho ideus ano traditions ot its people aro mo- 
naichlc. Full one-third ol the members of Its 
parliament are coufi-sstd mouarchlets, and 
they secretiy or open y dealre a revolution 
wblcu shall ra establinh the throne. The 80- 
eiailsts, who number 79mtmbcrs In theChrim- 
bor of Deputies, would also overthrow tne 
republic if they could replace it with some 
mure rttdicai r- public or tho Commur e. They 
nro divided Into two factious, the Social! 
proper and Ihe Anarchists. 
To both monarchists and Socialists the labor

No thought- 
ful man, accustomed to take note ot the drifts 
of public opinion, can remain hero loug wlct> 
out feeling the rocx and tremble of the HOC!«: 
fabriu. 11 Is Iruo that amotig a people so vi 
vuclous and volatile as tho Fronch one must 
not Interpret too seriously the popular com- 
motions. But one cannot forget tbat within 
tbo last ninety years France has passec 
through seven revolutions, overturning three 
kings-Louis XVI. In 1798, Cdarles X. in 1830 
aud Louis Philippe in 1848— two emperors, the 
two Napoleons, and two republics. The third 
republic bus now endured over fourteen years 
but not without serious shocks. To-day a 
profound discontent, intensified by the socia 
distress, prevails, and one hears plenty o: 
prophecies of a coming revolution. Wha 
mould wo think of the prospects of our own 
government If one-third of our Congress, em 
bracing many of its ablest and most tttlueti 
tial niornbers, were bonestly and openly op- 
posed to the republican form of government 
and in favor of the restoration of a monarch; 
under the heir of the old monarchy, a man 
known and respected throughout the country 
And what if further, seventy-niue of tbo re 
publican majority were Socialists earnestly 
Becking to turn the republic into a social re 
public or Commune, associated In all othe 
inludswlth violence and bloodshed? Such t 
tbe situation of France, and in this porilou 
situation she meets this enormous Industria 
crisis which shakes the civilized world. 
Tho immediate cause of the present aglta 
tlon is tho strike of the coal miners a' Decaze 
vllle In the uoutn of France, This strike oc 
curred in January and was accompanied 
with a rlet In whlcb an obnoxious agen 
of the company was killed. 
The troop 
suppressed the • riots and tho strike wa 
reported as coming to a settlement: but eom 
socialist Deputies Introduced the matter'lnt 
the Chamber, and others w&nt to hold meet 
ings wl.h tho strikers and encourage them t 
hold out in tho strike. The Socialists of Purl 
he!d meetings, and socialistic members of th 
city council moved to send 10,000 1 runes t 
Help tbe strikers: Tbe majority of the oour 
eil rofusea to aid the strike, but voted the 10 
000 francs to tolleve the miners' famU'ei 
tsovoral other cities have followed theoxam 
pU1 of Pwrls and sent aid, nrolessedly to re 
lievo tho families, but tbe effect is all thesam 
to encourage the strikers. 
The debates in the Chamber of Deputle 
over the subject were violent, and for a tim 
it scorned Impossible to unite a majority on 
any proposition.

Bonrco of thoproaent diptreas is over-produo 
Mon. And hero, as t-vnrywhnre, over-produc 
tlon begets under-c nsjuHtiOQ. 
When the 
marfetitsare Kitutod the milib must stop, and 
with tho mills the wages. Tbe wage-winner 
ceasing to work must also cease to buy freely 
ati't so ttiey help to increase the very stagua 
tiou from whi jh thoy suffer. 


Tne only rerjedies which 89em to strike th< 
at'etition of Htatesmeu are: to supply the 1m 
mediate needs of laborers out of work bj 
public charity; or, 3d, to provide them em 
ployment oa public works; or finally, to gene 
them to colonies which may also become mar 
kets in timo. It does not seem as ynt to come 
to ihem with all ita force that this gemra 
over-production is not a temporary pbenome 
m>n, occurring by accldeut and soon to pass 
away, but a uew phase in tbe progress of tin 
industries resulting trom two great facts: 1 
that nations wbli h a l'»w years ago were mar 
kots for manufactured goods now have mills 
and have fallen into line as competitors foi 
the world's tra'le; 3, that the march of Invcn 
tion has more than quadrupled tho productive 
power of latxv aud capital, and made montha 
count as yunrs in the lncrease|of products 
while i boy still remain months in the con 
sumption. 


Thu plans of the Socialists so: 1, to destroy 
the present social order. So far ail agree, bur 
no further. 2, To establish some form pf col 
lectivism, which means, wltb moat, tbe de- 
struction of individualism In tbe ownership 
ff land and capital of all forms. Tbey hold 
with Henry George, that land should aever be 
private property, and more logical than he 
they would mnbe alt tbe instruments and ma 
terials of production common and forbid al 
production except for personal consumption 
They urge In Parliament that the State shal 
take possession of the mines of Decazeville. 
and lot them be worked by « syndicate of min 
eta. The failures ot all such schemes In the 
past count tor nothing. 
They talk of the 
terrib'e commune of 1871 as only an unfo- 
tunate defeat to be followed next time by a 
nnal vie ory. Moie just than nature. the> 
would destroy or at least repress all inequa i 
tie* In talent, taste, wisdom and morality in 
order ' o destroy tbe inequalities I u property 
condition which these produce. Tbey w ulc 
joke tbo Bettered humanity to tbeenoimous 
car of their buge and shapeless idol of Com- 
mon Property, and force all to drag In the 
same harness to prevent ibe mischiefs of com- 
petition and the sorrows d inequality. Dn- 
for^unately the majority of mankind suspect 
tbat tbe essential force and quality In man Is 
his spiritual nature, and tbat the social evils 
whi-h arise trom the varieties or aberrations 
of this nature demand spiritual remedies 
Tho common sense of Franco refuses to be 
panic stricken The march of Its history bas 
shown too many crises as painful as tbe pres- 
ent. And their eyes tell them that tbe misery 
Is not as «nlversal as It seems at first sight. 
Out of ten or twelve millions of workers, one 
million, probably much less, may be out of 
work; but this leaves tbe nine or eleven mil- 
liens still employed 
Many mills may bestop- 
pe", but evrry day brings the absolutely neo 
essary employments of common life. The 
bread-Winnie t must go on, even If tbe wealth 
getting is foiced for • time to stop. And in 
tBe meantime the busy brains of tfie millions 
of mankind, led by the gravitations of their 
needs and correcting themselves by the Issues 
of their experience, are slowly solving this 
sonlai problem as they have solved so many 
others la tbe past,

Seven stories of such wi W and love- 


y structure as you would e. xpect to gee 
only in dreams rise here, v'ne above 
he other, in rose-red and shoT white 
>alconies, oriels, arches, pilasters, lat- 
tices and domes—gay everywhere with 
frescoes and floral ornaments. i*n this 
owest floor, which is kept—like' the 
second and third—as a winter itesi- 
dence, we are permitted to inspect a 
priceless volume, the abstract of t^ie 
Vlahabharata in Persian, made by the 
orders of Akbar the Great at a cost of 
Forty thousand pounds, and illustrated 
in the most exquisite manner with col- 
ored and gilded miniature pictures, of 
an incredible delicacy. The Shobha 
Newai, floor above, is full of strange 
paintings on the wall, and arcades em- 
bellished with gorgeous shells of cop- 
per, silver and foil. Next we ascend 
to the Chhabl He was, or "hall of splen- 
dor," 
shining with polished marbles 


and colored enameling. 
Above this 


is the Shish Mahal, the pavilion of 
glass, with endless patterns wrought 
in little mirrors let into carved plaster 
work, and above that we step forth 
npon the Mokt, or "crown" of the pal- 
ace, where the vast flat roof ig encir- 
cled with shady alcoves and open 
chambers, vaulted by graceful curved 
cnpoloa. Beneath lie the green palace 
gardens, full of pomegranates, palms 
and bananas; and beyond the spread of 
the countless busy streets and lanes, 
f 


irdled by the 
walls, and 
over- 


ung by the encircling hills, topped 


with 
forts 
and 
temples. 
It 
is 


vain to attempt any description of that 
enchanting prospect, more absorbing 
than any which India herself can otter. 
Nature and man have here allied them- 
selves to produce the most perfect land- 
scape conceivable. 
In green ami gold, 


in rose color and white, in distant dim 
blues and grays, the gardens and the 
city and the far-off walls and mountain 
ridges of timber group together at our 
feet, a picture to delight the eye and 
feast the mind. 
But now can words 


reproduce Govinda's temple, between 
the upper and lower gardens; the snow- 
white sides of the Badal Mahal, or 
"Cloud Palace," on the edge of the 
lake; the dark ramparts of the fortress 
in the mountains, and those long lines 
of rose-red streets which intersect Jey- 
pore. To complete the rich colors of 
the scene a feast is being given to 
Brahman men and women on one of 
the many 
flat-roofs 
of the Upper 


palace, and attendants go about bear- 
ing the Maharajah's bounty in the form 
of cakes aud sweetmeats amid some 
three or four hundred men and women 
clad in holiday dresses of crimson and 
purple, saffron and blue, glittering like 
flowers in the sun, which shines upon 
the "City of Victory," as if its people 
were indeed his children. Whoever 
'has viewed that prospect from tho 
palace roof of Jeypure has seen India 
in her inmost grace and beauty.
